Monday morning a heart attack was 
noted, but was not severe in nature, 
and during the early afternoon he ap- 
peared to be feeling better. Shortly 
before death overtook him. with his 
wife and son seated by his bedside, he 
fell into a deep sleep from which he 
did not awaken.

Tariff Board, Ignored .By 


Coolidge, Nears Collapse

Washington, D. C.—President Coo- 


lidge's refusal to accept the recommen- 
dation of the tariff commission that 
the duty on raw sugar be reduced 
probably will mean the ultimate aboli- 
tion of that commission. 


Mr. Coolidge differs with the com- 


mission in'its interpretation of basic 
data, and knowing that the "ultimate 
duty of determining the matter" rests 
upon him mnder the law be felt justi- 
fied in Ignoring the commission's rec- 
ommendations. 


For more than ten months the com- 


mission has filed its report with the 
president who did not proclaim is but 
continued the investigation In his, own 
way securing additional data^from the 
commission as well as "other depart- 
ments." This is contrary to what was 
generally conceded to be the way the 
commission idea would work out when 
the measure was debated in congress.

y signifies "foul" air or faulty ventilation. This ol- 
ractory test seems to hold good in the popular mind 
only for the human race, when It comes to the 
question'of body emanations. Nearly every animal 
»as Us peculia'r odor, more or less perceptible to 
civilized man, even fishes, that spend their lives, 
vou might say. bathing, and yet people with little 
or no knowledge of physiology are. wont to separ- 
ate the sheep from the goats by this olfactory test 
alone. 
The normal body odor of a healthy, clean person 


s more or less noticeable and more or less agree- 
able to other persons, each according tp his_ as- 
sociation of Ideas, and all that, sort of -thing. The 
odor is a conglomeration of aromatic substances ex-> 
;reted in the sweat (such as butyric ac:d, formic 
acid, acetic acid) and" perhaps certain odoriferous 
principles in food (such as" the odbr of garlic, onions 
asparagus) when sucn articles have been eaten. 
Positively foul odor arises from retention of sweat 
by unhygienic clothing or excsslve clothing, which 
permits decomposition to occur.

ing from the crop reporting service 
from Madison. 


Low reserves 
of soil moisture 


makes the crop prospect in Wiscon- 
sin uncertain. It is said to be very 
•unusual to have drouth in this state 
in April and May. and crop prospects 
are. therefore, more than ever de- 
pendent upon plenty of rain from now 
on. 


Old meadows are thin and 
short, 


and •winterkilling of clover and .alf- 
alfa was considerable in the southern 
two-thirds of the state. Hay is poor- 
est in the southwestern part of the 
state where the drouth was most se- 
vere. On.June 1 the outlook in that 
section varied from one-half to~" two- 
thirds of a crop and stock had been 
turned into many fields which were 
intended for hay.

Sheboygan co 
winter 


Wiling'of clover and alfalfa acreage 
was as much as 25 to 50 per cent.

adds. The demand for electric service 
is becoming more and more insistent. 


Whole communities are calling for 


the use of electricity In their homes 
and on their farms. 


In Ohio, a. statewide movement has 


begun to electrify its farms. A sur-

Out of Ohio's 256,000 farms, 33,000,

ures show. And less than 3 per cent 
get electricity from a central service 
station.
